Further Loewy claims that one of the reasons sales 
are down some 30% this year is that the advertising 


on the Daily Specials has been dropped. 


The money that was budgeted for advertising is 
being re-allocated to subsidize the ‘initial costs of 
the Macrobiotic Food Counter which is expected to 
be in operation within the week. ;

was satisfied with the job the Cafeteria Committee . 
has done, ‘“‘considering the handicaps it is up against.”

Deputy 
Premier Davie Stewart moved 
smiling through the crowd making 
occasional taunting remarks. Ste- 
wart noticed a past president of 
the Regina Campus Young Libe- 
rals in the crowd. “I sée that the 
Young Liberals are here,’’ he said. 
Stewart received a clenched fist 
with the middle finger extruding 
and a cry of “eat shit’’ in reply. 


Premier Ross Thatcher took 15 
minutes to push through the abu- 
sive crowd with his aides. 


The demonstrators were finally : 


informed that Trudeau would 
meet with six representatives 
later in the day. The offer was 
rejected, and in discussions that 
followed, fears were express- 
ed that a.forward move on the 
part of the demonstrators would 


bring an attack from hidden po- 


lice. . D 


They decided to adjourn until 
evening at the Regina Inn where 
a $50-a-plate Liberal dinner was 


being held. 


That evening, in the parking lot 
of the Regina Inn, a 25 cent a 
plate dinner was held by the Seek-

Both these issues should also be explained and emphasized in any 
rationale for the planned Students’ Society fee hike. And both questions 
should be weighed by all students in any decision to‘maintain the So- 
ciety. 

There is a need for community at McGill, and there has been no 
attempt made at all to fulfil this need by providing students a context 
for involvement. A great deal cart be done by students without money: 
Working in the community and organizing for political action can be 
carried out without significant expenditures. But creating a mood in 


which these types of options will seem both practical and attractive, is 


not a task, it seems, that can adequately be fulfilled by the vigilante 
bureaucrats who now run the Students’ Society. 

It is doubtful that any of the likely candidates will adopt these new 
terms of reference. It is much more probable that there will be a lot of 
talk about club budgets and about painting the walls of the union and 
improving the cafeteria. 

-It is impossible to view these concerns as being ‘in any way 
meaningful. It is no less clear that these concerns can in no way con- 
stitute a viable solution to the justifiable disinterest in student politics 
this year.

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Change is slow in South Africa

Last week the South African white minority government 
scrapped apartheid in the construction: industry, in order 
‘to feed skilled mixed-race workers into a labor-starved 
market. The capitalists were happy; the white union leaders 
were anything but. Two years ago the Labor Minister, Ma- 
rius Viljoen, had promised that such a step would never be 
taken in the Transvaal. A new crack has appeared in the 


monolith of apartheid. The liberal press rejoices. So what 


else is new? 


‘There has been a hypothesis’ ever since the last South 
African election among South Africa watchers that the Afri- 
kaner Nationalists may be defeated by a coalition, for the 


first time in history, of young Afrikaner businessmen and 


the opposition United Party, because of the obvious eco- 
nomic unfeasibility of apartheid and the presence of an un- 


tapped nonwhite labour pool. Coupled with the projection has 


been the theory that the Afrikaners are becoming increasing- 
ly urbanized, and that they even have an economic “‘hero”’ in 
‘the person of the head of Rothmans. . 


The proponents of the hypothesis believe that South 
Africa may now returm to the crossroads and reverse a 
trend begun in the 1920's, when the policy of inferior pay 
and inferior jobs for nonwhites was enshrined among the 
doctrines of the Reich; After World War I a large urban pro- 
letariat of “poor whites” had grown up in South Africa, while 
‘mine owners preferred to hire blacks whom they could pay 
less. The whites unionized on the racial question, while the 
Communists among them chanted slogans such as ““Workers 


of the world unite for a white South Africa.”* Some indus- ? 


trialists, desiring to reverse the unionization process, tried 
to abandon their former wage policy, but they were too late. 

. The Nationalist Party took up the cause of the ‘poor whites” 
and Albert Hertzog won the election of 1925. 


Return to the crossroads

wardness of the Afrikaner mentality, there is nothing to be 
optimistic about. If by some miracle the Afrikaners do begin 


to vote along economic lines rather than to satisfy their 


bigotry, it will only mark their arrival into the twentieth 
century, 70 years toolate. — 


United Party rule, while it ‘might ie somewhat the 
onerous restrictions on the English community, will mean 
practically nothing for the nonwhites, and especially for the 
Africans. The United Party is almost as racist and pater- 
nalist as the Nationalists, but has been traditionally the party 
of the English and of big business. 


.. As far as race relations are concerned, anything it is 
likely to accomplish would be patently too fittle and too late. 
All African political articulation has been stifled by the 
police state or has been forced underground to become part 
of the liberation struggle. The jails are full to bursting with 
African leaders, white liberals, and “vagrants.” Without 
some sort of outside aid the African National Congress is 
not likely to liberate South Africa by itself. The only changes 
a more ‘“liberal” United Party government would bring 
would be the humanization of a colonial situation to a very 
slight degree. South Africa might then resemble Rhodesia 
at the time of the Unilateral Declaration of Independence 
or white settler Kenya before the Mau Mau. ; 


Foreign policy over Domestic 


According to. Michael Echenberg, Professor of African 
history at McGill, the question of South Africa will ultimately 
be resolved by world developments, and foreign policy will 
therefore be more important than minor internal shifts. The 
Portuguese, mired in colonial wars in Angola, Guinea-Bis- 
sau, and Mozambique, will probably not be able to hold out 
until 1980. Guinea-Bissau is already almost- completely 
controlled by the liberationist PAJC, Portugal is straining 
its economy, and 150,000 Portuguese troops are in arms — 
something is going to have to break. There is a possibility 
that the white settler minority in Mozambique may declare

According to Echenberg, Protestant rt in the 
area, a desert the only value of which is strategic, report 
that there are now B-52 bomber sites there.

ers at the Singapore Commonwealth Conference. 


The gunboats South Africa wants, furthermore, could be 
used with great effect to execute a policy of intimidation 
against African coastal states, although ERA would be use- 
less against Soviet warships. 


At present minor changes in internal policy mean little 
or nothing for the oppressed African majority in the South 
African Reich. The police state is very efficient at repres- 
sion; it has had many years of practice. Furthermore its 
army is the best equipped on the continent. The only chance 
for a liberation movement to act effectively will come if 
South Africa is dragged into a Viet Nam pres war beyond 
its borders. :
